A MERE HYPOTHESIS. 


MR. BEECHER’S VIEWS ON EVOLU- 
TION SO CHARACTERIZED. 


a 
Dr. Strickler, of the Central Presbyterian Chureb, 
Seys the Evolutionistd Take Too Masy 
Things for Granted—The Defocts in 
Their Theories Pointed Out, Ete. 


There is considerable talk among church 
people in*Atlanta about the lecture on evolu- 
tion delivered at the opera house Monday 
night by Rev. Henry Ward Beecher. The 
question of evolution wes largely diseussed 
in the religious and secular press throughout 
the south lest fall. The occasion of its agitation 
was the stand taken in favor of evolution by 
Dr. Woedrow, of the Columbia seminary, 
and the lively debates between him and other 
distinguished Presbyterian divines in the 


several synods which controlled the seminary 
snd which finally torbade the doctor to teach 


evolution, even a8 2 science, to 


the youth who were training 
in that school for the minietry. 

The most prominent opponent of Dr. Wood- 
row in the memorable debate before the Geor- 

ia synod at Marietta last November was Dr. 
Strickler, pastor of the Central Presbyterian 
church. He distinguished himself not only 
by his assaults upon evolution 
as tending toward infidelity and the under- 
mining existing religious faith without supply- 
ing another guide for conduct, but also by his 
aitteck upon the weakness of evolution as a 
scientific theory. Dr. Strickler was amon 
Mr. Beecher’s hearers last Monday night tH 
listened very attentively to his plea 
for evolution. Yesterday a Constitution 
representative asked him what he thought of 
the lecture and the Jecturer. He said: 

“It wasthe first time I ever heard Mr. 
Beecher. I have read a great many of his ser- 
mons and other works, and knew pretty well 
what he thought on evolution. That is what 
he thinks now. You know he has changed 
ground rapidly in the last few years. In his_ear- 
ly utterances are to be found some powerful de- 
nunciations of theories which he now advo- 
cates. Hie strikes meas béinga man of re- 
markable force of fine humor, and a very en- 
tertaining speaker.” 

‘‘What do you think of his views on evolu- 
tion?” 

‘Well, I must eay that to my mind he did 
not make a strong argument in support ofthat 
theory. He assumed the most difficult points 


and disposed of some of the most 
powerful objections to evolution 
with mere dogmatic aesertions. I 


don’t think he stated the question’ fairly. 
He spcekeof the men of science who had 
thought prefound!y on this matter and de- 


‘clared that their statements should be 


believed. But he did not say that 
the most advanced ot the 
evolutionists do not claim to have proven any- 
ihing. They believe in their theory, but they 
reech belief by analogical and not by logical 
argument. No proof ot evolution has yet been 


| adduced srd to ask us to believe a man who 


merely theorizes on it and to call him an ex- 
pert is going too far, I think.” 

“Do you think thereis any disposition in 
the church to yield te the demands of evolu- 
tion?” 3 

“T do not. Onthe contrary, I think the 
tendency is the other way. 1 think an in- 
vestigation of the claims ot evolution by the 
most intelligent minds in the church has re- 
vealed the weakness of . the the- 
ory, and it ‘is now more than 
matched, I think, ion pure reason and scientific 
discussion. I refer to the extreme evolution 
theories which Mr. Beecher accepts. Ofcourse, 
there are some theories of evolution which are 
based on better grounds. These refer merely 
to certain changes in matter which were 
wrought out by great laws of nature or 
of God. But when you come to pass from 
these to the initiation of vegetable life there is 
a long gap which evolution cannot bridge. It 
leaps blindly across it. Then there is another 
great gap between vegetable life in its; higher 
development and animal life. Then a gap 
between animal life and intellectual life, 
between the brute and man. 

Evolution claims to trace development in 
these various stages of life, but it has not 
found the link that binds one stage to ‘an- 
other. There is the weakness of the theory. 
Its advocatics have never found the missiag 
link for which they have searched so 
long. The fect is that they want a great 
many links to make theirchain. We sometimes 
find a sporadic specimen of a certain species 
which springs out and perpetuates itself, but 
we never find or hear of one species de- 
veloping into another. There are many kind 
of horses, but trace them in all their varieties 
as far back as you can and they are atill 
horses. It seems that evolution was com- 
plete before it was ever discovered by the 
wise men of our day. At any rate they do 
not adduce any evidence that it is in progress 
now or has done anything since the earliest 
records of history, tradition, or even the fo3- 
sils which they study so closely. They can’t 
get over the gaps exeept bya _ blind leap ra- 


gardless of the very spirit of seience waich 


they pretend to observe so strictly.” 
‘Is it true, es stated by Mr. Beecher, that 
many emixzent Christians are evolutionists.” 
‘“‘] think not. He referred to Dr. MeCosh, of 
Princeton, Now Dr. McCosh may believe in 
some of the scientific theories of the formation 
of matter, but he does not believe in the 


‘evolution of man. The same thing is true of 


the great duke of Argyll. The evolutionists 
cdo not agree among themselves. I know 
of no man who claims to be 
a Christian who goes es far as Mr. Beecher 
and Swallows the extremest theories of evolu- 
tion. ee 

‘Did the discussion of this question in your 
church conyinee many people that evolution 
is true?’ 

“No, sir, The church is almost solid against 
this thecry. Dr. Woodrow is the only avowed 
evolutionist in the Presbyterian church so far 
as l know. I think the intelligent people in the 
Christian churches when they look into this 
theory over which so much fuss is made find 
that it is a meré presumption. I don’t think 
it wiil eflect the general religious belief of the 
people. It is g@ vague aud misty theory which 
seems not be @nderstood by its own champi- 
ons. There is nothing in it to commend it 
to the belief of a practical, sensible man, 
even if he is without faith in the Bible, which 
I em sure is inconsistént with the extreme 
theories of evolution.” 

Dr. Strickler saidthat the argument of Mr. 
Beecher to make evolution consistent with the 
Christian beliefin providence, prayer, mir- 
acles and an _ intelligent design in 
creation, was, in the teeth of 
the common acceptation of the 
meaning of God’s word and would not be ac- 
cepted by Christian people. This ke regarded 
as the weakest and most unSatisfactory por- 
tion ofthe lecture. He says. evolution at- 
tempts to tear down established taith which 
has been tried and found good, merely for the 
sake of vague theories which are still in dis- 
pute, and which are unsatisfactory alike to 
the mind and the soul of rational men.
